Ringside, Jersey City, July 2.—Jack Dempsey proved 
himself the greatest fighting machine in the world when he 
knocked out Georges Carpentier, the "Idol of France", in the 
fourth round of the world's championship fight here today. 
Two vicious rights to the jaw ended the bout and brought the 
fight to a climax when it looked as if it might go many more 


The Winner 


After one minute of the fourth round Dempsey crashed 
his right to Carpenter's jaw and the Frenchman went down 
in a heap near his own corner. 


He took the count of nine with the. frantic eyes of Des- 
champs looking at him in his corner in absolute terror. Demp­ 
sey. stood three paces away, poised with his right ready to fiin- 
ish the scrap. Carpentier arose with an effort.. He had hard­ 
ly steadied himself when Dempsey, with jaws together and 
his beard fairly bristling a look of savageness crashed his right 
again to the jaw, the knock out coming after 1 minute and 
16 seconds. The Frenchman fell to the floor with a thud, 
that rocked the ring.. The count was unnecessary. 


Dempsey stood over him again, apparently unwilling to 
be fooled by a gong, like he was in Toledo two years ago.. He 
seemed to snap out of deep thought when Jack Kearns, his hair 
standing on end and his arms shaking like leaves rushed to 
him and threw his arms around him.. Carpentier was out for 
fully three minutes.

"It you have a disability which you 
feel Is due to your military or naval 
service during the'war, you should as 
a matter of duty to yourself and your 
country Immediately die a claim for 
disability," 
reads an article In the 
American Legion Weekly. 


"To make the claim, obtain 
from 
your local post, the National 
Service 
Division of the Legion, or the Bureau 
of W a r Risk Insurance the following 
forms: Numbers C26, 539 and 545. In 
addition, make a detailed 
statement 
of your condition and occupation prior 
to service, Injury or sickness 
during 
service, whore treated, and physical 
condition since dlschnrge. 
Obtain a 
like statement from one or more per­ 
sons who were with you and knew 
of your disability during service. Get 
a statement also from one or two per­ 
sons who have known you since dis­ 
charge, 
particularly 
your 
employers 
and other disinterested persons. 


"Last and most Important, get state­ 
ments from all the doctors who treated

Sour Cream Pie.—Take one cupful 
each of sour cream, sugar and* raising, 
one egg, one tablespoonful of vinegar, 
one-hulf teaspoonful of salt, the same 
of cinnamon and nutmeg, one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful of cloves, mix well 
and bake with two crusts. 


Custard Pie.—There are some cooks 
who think a pie with les3 than four 
eggs is not to be nerved on the best 
tables. 
However, a very good pie may 
be prepared with three or even two 
eggs to a pint of milk, adding four or 
ii.e Ublespoonfuls of sugar and such 
flavoring 
as one likes. 
Where two 
vgll* are used a tablespoonful of flour 
may be added mixed with a little ot 
the cold milk and the pie will be very 
satisfactory, 
though 
of 
couree the 
more eggs used the greater the food 
value. 


Data 
Pi*.—Cook 
one-third 
of 
a 
pound of dates In the top of a double 
boiler. 
Put through a sieve, then add 
two eggs, a few gratings of nutmeg, 
one-fourth teaspoonful of salt and two 
cupfuls of milk. 
Bake as a custard 
pie. 


Currant PI*.—Take one cupful of 
currants, one cupful of sugar, o n e 
fourth cupful of flour, mixed with th» 
•mgar, two egg yolks and a teaspoon­ 
ful of butter with two tablespoonfuls 
of water. 
Cook until smooth and turn 
Into a baked crust. 
Cover with a 
meringue made with the whites of two 
eggs and two to four 
tablespoonful! 
of 
sugar. 
Dot with 
marshmallowa 
and brown. 
The preserved currants 
may be used for this pie, using nearly 
two cupfuls for the pie.
